Associated Students Inc.’s 49ers 
Vote Campaign ended, Monday, 
having registered 2,835 less stu- 

’ dents than it aimed to. 

The voter registration campaign 
set a goal of registering at least 
4,900 students to vote by the Oct. 
22 deadline. Through the cam- 
paign, 2,065 students were regis- 
tered, according to records from the 
ASI Government Office. 

“Of course, this is not everyone 
who was newly registered,” Allison 
Gallagher, secretary for city affairs 
for ASI, said via text message, “as 
we were unable to get in contact 
with some outside organizations 
also registering students.” 

Gallagher said that many stu- 
dents ‘who ASI approached were 
registered already. 

“The most important thing is not 


this goal, but that students actually . 


vote on November 6,” Gallagher 
said. , 

Through 49ers Vote, ASI 
worked with organizations such 
as the California Faculty Associa- 
tion and California State Student 
Association to put on-events that 
promoted registration and aware- 
ness. The organizations also host- 
ed informational tables in high- 
traffic areas around campus to 
catch the attention of young vot- 
ers and convince them to register 
to vote and learn about the various 
propositions on the ballot. 

“ASI individuals could have reg- 
istered more students on their own, 
but as a whole, we accomplished a 


lot,” Gallagher said. fe 


Multiple rallies were held on 
campus with guest political fig- 
ures such as Assemblymembers 
Alan Lowenthal and Ricardo Lara 
and Long Beach Mayor Bob Fos- 
ter. 

Chloee Farris, a sophomore film 
and creative writing major, said that 
she is looking forward to the elec- 
tion and has enjoyed becoming in- 
formed about the issues concerning 
Cal State Long Beach. 

“~ Although ASI was disappointed 
that their goal was not met, the 
amount of students that expressed 
interest and ‘excitement about 
the election has been satisfaction 
enough for ASI, according to Gal- 
lagher. , :

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Academic 
Sénate 
approves 
certificate 
program 


The program aims to 
help Latinos in the 
community make 
healthy choices.

Cal State Long Beach is trying to 
curb the increasing overweight and 
obese population among Latinos 
with a new graduate certificate in 
Latino health and nutrition studies. . 

During the Academic Senate 
meeting on Thursday, senators voted 
and approved the implementation of 
a new graduate certificate through 
an expedited course of action. Hank 
Fradella, a senator from the College 
of Health and Human Services, pro- 
posed to bypass the typical voting 
process that normally takes at least 
two senate meetings to complete. 

“This is exactly what we should 
be doing on this campus,” Donald 
Para, provost and senior vice presi- 
dent for academic affairs at CSULB, 
said at the meeting. 

The new Latino health and nutri- 
tion studies (LHNS) certificate fo- 
cuses on public health and nutrition 
while emphasizing a reduction to 
Latino childhood obesity, according 
to Britt Rios-Ellis, director of the 
National Council of La Raza chapter 
at CSULB. 

. According to the Center for Dis: 
ease Control and Prevention, any

Monterey Bay faces lawsuit over political email 


A-professor allegedly 
sent his students an 

email advocating for 
Prop. 30.

Never mix politics with educa- 
tion — that’s what the Howard Jarvis 
Taxpayer’s Association is telling Cal 
State Monterey Bay. 

Howard’ Jarvis filed a lawsuit 
against CSUMB Thursday, alleging 
that Ernest Stromberg, a professor 
of humanities and communication 
at-CSUMB, sent out an email to his 
students advocating for the passage 
of Proposition 30. .. : 

According to Howard Jarvis’ law- 


suit, Stromberg’s email contained 
phrases like, “If we work together to 
pass Prop. 30 ... students will get a 
$498 tuition refund.” 

The lawsuit cites Government Code 
section 8314, which states that it is ille- 
gal for a state employee to use “public 
resources for a campaign activity.” 

Stromberg’s' email “requested stu- 
dents to share the communication 
with their families and to ‘encour- 
age them to vote their support for the 
CSU System this November,” ac- 
cording to a Howard Jarvis website. 

In response to the email and law- 
suit, CSUMB Interim President Edu- 
ardo M. Ochoa sent an email of his 
own to all of his employees. 

“T wanted to remind you that it is

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The Orange County Transportation 
Authority board rejected an 1-405 toll 
lane plan Monday but voted in favor of 
a $1.3 billion plan that adds one lane 
in each direction from Euclid Avenue 
to 1-605. 

The project will be fully funded by 
Measure M, a half-cent sales tax voters 
approved in 2006. 

OCTA directors debated about three 
hours on whether I-405 should be ex- 
panded by one or two lanes, and wheth- 
er those lanes should be toll lanes. The 

- agency’s headquarters was filled Mon- 
day morning with people speaking for 
and against the toll lane plan. 

After listening to the public input, 
the OCTA board voted 12-4 in favor 

. of adding lanes. Board members who 
supported toll lanes described the pro- 
posal as “visionary,” and as director 
Miguel Pulido put it, the plan would 

“leap us into the future.” 

“T think we all agree; if we build it, 
they will come,” said Pulido, mayor of 
Santa Ana. “There-are going to be less 
people in the general-purpose lanes be- 
cause we are maximizing throughput.” 

In the end, the board could not gath- 
er the votes in favor of the toll system 
because too many questions remained 
regarding how the anticipated toll reve- 
nue — about $1.5 billion generated over 
20 years — would be used. 

“As it has been pointed out, one of 
the. major. purposes now of (the toll 
lane alternative) is to generate excess 
revenue. There certainly are good and 
valid points for that, but ... we have no 
idea how that money would be used in 
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The Orange County Transportation Authority board rejected plans to convert carpool lanes into toll lanes. 


many, many respects,” said director 
Peter Herzog, Lake Forest councilman, 
who voted against the toll plan. 

Under the vetoed toll option, existing 
carpool lanes would be used to create 
toll express lanes between the 73 and 
1-605. That alternative also included 
adding one general-purpose lane in 


each direction. : 

The approved plan, OCTA staff said, 
represents the lowest cost and provides 
“near-term congestion relief” Average 
daily traffic is anticipated to be 321,000 
to 475,000 vehicles. During the after- 
noon rush hour between the 73 toll road 
and the I-605, it would take motorists 


57 minutes to travel in the northbound 
- general-purpose lane and 54 minutes in 


the northbound carpool lane. 

Under the toll lane option, staff esti- 
mated it would take 29 minutes to travel 
in the northbound general purpose lane 
and 13 minutes in the northbound ex- 
press lane during the afternoon rush. 


Regarding the approved plan, Chair- 
man Paul Glaab said: “It’s the less ro- 
bust way, but it certainly adds a lane 
in each direction and does give some 
relief.”

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adult with a Body Mass Index (BMI) 
between 25 and 29.9 is considered 
overweight while any adult with a BMI 
of 30 or higher is considered obese. 
The statistics pertaining to Long 
Beach’s overweight and obese Latino 
population have warranted community 
leaders to create this plan of action. 

According to the text of the cer- 
tificate’s proposal, a majority of more 
than 50,000 Latinos in Long Beach, 
who live below the poverty level, are 
younger than 18 years old. 

“The poorest people often consume 
the most unhealthy food,” Rios-Ellis 
said. “Kids are getting very fat, very 
fast.” 

She said that in the U.S., immigrants 
tend to eat less healthily as they as- 
similate into the culture because por- 
tion sizes become a problem as people 
consider mass consumption to be a 


privilege. 

To combat these eating habits, the 
certificate program is composed. of 
three components: a university-based 
curriculum; a community-based cen- 
ter; and research, according to Rios- 
Ellis. The curriculum for the certifi- 
cate consists of six three-unit courses. 

The community-based center will 
be located in Downtown Long Beach 
at 12th and Pine streets and is intended 
for community members to learn how 
to shop, eat and exercise effectively, 
according to Rios-Ellis. 

All research involved in the pro- 
gram will be conducted in Spanish and 
then translated into English to better 
serve the needs of the Latino popula- 
tion, Rios-Ellis said. 

CSULB graduate students in the 
LHNS certificate program will learn 
how to assist Latinos in the communi- 
ty through disparity research courses, 
chronic disease prevention courses 
and culturally responsive nutritional 


courses, among other classes associ- 
ated with the certificate. i 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture is currently funding the 
graduate certificate and its compo- 


nents through a five-year $3.75 mil- 


lion grant. Once the grant expires, ° 
Rios-Ellis said she thinks the program 
will continue being funded through 
private dohors, additional grants and 
revenues obtained through student 
tuition. 

Students “are already enrolling in 
classes that will be credited toward the 
certificate. They will have the oppor- 
tunity to apply for to the certificate.in 
fall 2013. 

Representatives and students from 
University of California, Irvine; Uni- 
versity of California, Berkeley; and 
University of California, Los Angeles 
have also shown interest in the pro- 
gram, according to Rios-Ellis. 

“We want to have an impact nation- 
wide,” Rios-Ellis said.

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that actions in contravention of state 
law by a university employee may re- 
. sult in disciplinary action.” 

Some students, like freshman music 
education major Tim Cummins, said 
the lawsuit against CSUMB may be an 
overreaction. 

“T think, if anything, [Stromberg] 
should’ve just educated his students on 
the possible pros of the proposition,” 
Cummins said. 

In response to Stromberg’s email, 
the CSU also sent out a press release 
regarding the matter. 

“The. CSU agrees that Professor 
Stromberg’s email was inappropriate 
and unfortunate,” CSU General Coun- 
sel Christine Helwick said in a press re- 
lease. “It was sent by him as an individ- 
ual, and not on behalf of the institution.” 

The other plaintiff listed in the 


lawsuit, besides Howard Jarvis, is 
CSUMB student Matthew Bolner. 
According to the Monterey Herald, 
Matthew Bolner is a human communi- 
cations major who received the email 
as well as the chairman of Otter Col- 
lege Republicans. © 
Some students, like sophomere statis- 
tics major Ranil Weerackoon, said that 
Howard Jarvis has the authority to sue. 
“Professors should avoid discussing 
politics, but, ifthe professors want to, they 
should provide information only about the 
props to students,” Weerackoon said. 
According to CSU Spokesman Erik 
Fallis, the CSU does not support pro- 
fessors campaigning in the classroom. 
“We have expressed to all of our em- 
ployees, including faculty members, 
what the appropriate role is for elec- 
tion issues,” Fallis said. “We [CSU] do 
not use state resources or state time for 
campaign purposes.” 
Stromberg was not immediately 
available for comment.

DELRAY BEACH, Fla. — The 
campaign sprint to Election Day be- 
gan Tuesday, promising to follow a 
changing path to victory that’s winding 
through states where President Barack 
Obama’s once-healthy lead has been 
shrinking. Z ‘ 

With 13 days left and the final de- 
bate over, 14 states could swing either 
way, according to polls and analysts. 
Obama carried 12 of them in 2008, 
and the issue most on voters’ minds is 
the economy, an issue where Repub- 
lican challenger Mitt Romney has an 
edge. 

A candidate needs 270 electoral 
votes to win, and two of the biggest 
prizes, Florida and North Carolina and 
their combined 44 electoral votes, are 
trending toward Romney. Five others 
Obama badly needs — Virginia, New 
Hampshire, Iowa, Colorado and Ne- 


vada, with 38 electoral votes — are too . 


close to call. 
The president is maintaining his 
lead in Ohio, which every president 


since 1964 has won. But his lead for its 
18 electoral votes is shrinking. More 
troublesome for Obama could be tight- 
ening races in states with 56 electoral 
votes he counted heavily on winning: 
Pennsylvania, Michigan, Wisconsin 
and possibly Minnesota. Romney fac- 
es that kind of threat only in Arizona 


and Montana, which have 14 electoral . 


votes. 

Obama is still in a good position to 
win most or even all of these battle- 
grounds, but at the moment the Romney 
crowd is more upbeat. Senior Romney 
adviser Kevin Madden talks about how 
Pennsylvania is “coming into view,” 
and how Minnesota is “one we have to 
watch closely.” 

In the Obama camp, sénior adviser 
David Axelrod is almost defiant. “No, 
no, no,” he said when asked about Min- 
nesota and Pennsylvania. “Will we win 
some states by the same margins as 
last time? No. But in about every case 
in those battleground states, you'll find 
conflicting polls.” 

Axelrod called the final days large- 
ly an organizational test. In Florida, 
for instance, Obama campaign of- 
ficials note they have 106 offices 
throughout the state, up from 58 four 
years ago. 

But Romney — and independent 
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analysts — maintain that what also 
matters is an intangible: How do peo- 
ple feel about how things are going? 
Can they trust the new guy to do the 
job? 

“You win by creating momentum,” 
said Sen. John McCain of Arizona, who 
failed to produce much momentum in 
the closing weeks of his 2008 Republi- 
can presidential campaign. 

The biggest trouble sign for Obama 
is his job approval rating’s struggle to 
top 50 percent. That signals political 
danger, said David:Paleologos, director 
of the Suffolk University Political Re- 
search Center in Massachusetts. 

The economy is by far the cam- 
paign’s biggest issue, and “the economy 
has not changed significantly,” he said. 
The fight between Obama and Romney 
has become “the economy versus the 
other issues.” 

‘So as long as the housing market 
remains dismal in Nevada, blue-collar 
workers in the Rust Belt remain inse- 
cure and middle-class voters in Iowa 
see their retirement nest eggs stagnant, 
Romney has a shot. 

“The states in play are moving to 
Romney,” Paleologos said.

Midterms are here, but beware the power of killer energy drinks 


The Food and Drug Administration is inves- 
tigating Monster Energy Drink after five deaths 
have allegedly been linked to this delicious pick- 
me-up. 

Earlier this week, a 14-year-old girl from 
Maryland died of a heart attack after drinking 
only two cans of Monster Energy. 

These drinks are utilized to wake people up, 
like coffee, but consumers should be hesitant of 
drinking more than one. 

The drinks are labeled to warn against the 

' drink’s use by children and teens under the age 
of 18, but studies show that the median age of 
consumers of energy drinks is 17. 

A 24-ounce can of Monster Energy Drink has 
around 240 mg of caffeine, equal to seven cups of 
coffee. The FDA allows this content level as long 
as it does not exceed 550 mg. 

Producers of energy drinks are not required 
to label natural-occurring caffeine content, such 
as guarana, green tea extract and yerba. These 
ingredients are not dangerous alone, but mixed 
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with the already present caffeine, the results from 
drinking one serving of Monster Engergy amount 
to a much bigger rush in energy than labeled. 

These several chemically-derived caffeine 
contents have been the root of heart attacks and, 
in worse cases, death. 

Some consumers drink these energy boosters 
to help them maintain focus. The stimulant caf- 
feine can also improve athletic performance for 
short periods of time, provid- 
ing alertness in the mind and 
body. 

This boost to the brain 
by caffeine is negated, however, by the large 
amounts of sugar in the drinks. The sugar is 
quickly absorbed into the system, which accounts 
for the sudden rush and crash later. 

The absorbed sugar causes a rapid plummet of 
insulin levels and is followed by excessively low 
blood sugar levels. 

When the blood sugar drops, it reverses the 
effectiveness of the drink, creating mental fatigue 
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and emotional instability. So at this point, a 
consumer heads to the appropriate aisle and buys 
a second drink. 


This energy cycle cari be crucial to our bodies, ~ 


especially young developing minds. They’re easy 
to access and can change a stressful day into a 
productive one, but are the risks worth it? 

If consumed moderately as according to the 
label warnings, these can be a helpful treat; how- 
ever, there are other alterna- 
tives. : 

Before waiting to be out of 
energy and resorting to these 
drinks, plan ahead. 

We’re college students. Of course we are going 
to be tired later and in need of a boost. Grab a 
green tea on your way to school; it is rich in natu- 
ral energy supplements, amino acids and good 
ol’ fashioned caffeine. These drinks are lower in 
sugar content, helping to avoid the midday crash. 

5-Hour Energy drinks are as easy to find as 
Monster Energy but are much smaller in size. 
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The labels warn to only drink half the amount 
at a time. Do not exceed these limits; otherwise, 
the risks of heart attack are equal to the sugary 
energy drinks. 

If low energy is a persistent day-to-day prob- 
lem, visit your pharmacist or the Health Center on 
campus to find a solution. You may have anemia, 
or be lacking necessary supplements in your diet. 
The doctor may recommend a one-a-day vitamin 
or individual Vitamin B supplements. These B 
vitamins, primarily B12, are usually in the afore- 
mentioned cans of energy drinks for the boost. 
These should also be used in moderation, even 
though they have a much lower risk of overdose 
or risk heart attack than sugary drinks. 

Be careful in your search for an energy boost, 
use all supplements in moderation and think 
ahead before making irrational decisions that 
could be fatal.

The pasta bread 
bowl is a'must-try, especially at under eight bucks. 

Other students agree that Domino’s is better. 

“Sbarro’s pizza is very bland compared to Dom- 
ino’s,” senior business major Jenny Phan said. “The 
food lacks flavor on both the pasta and pizza. I 
couldn’t even finish my food. 

Phan receives 25 percent off of Sbarro food for 
being an ASI Senator, but she still prefers Domino’s. 

Sbarro seems to cater to a person with a bland pal- 
let with their potatoes, vegetables and their newly re- 


leased cheesecake option. 

On the other hand, Domino’s has many flavorful 
options like hot wings, sandwiches and desserts, 
such as the chocolate lava crunch cake and their 
cinna stix. 

“J like Sbarro’s, but I like the new recipes [at Dom- 
ino’s],” senior creative writing major Jeremy Kan- 
jandpangka. “Sbarro is expensive,” 

Although the vast. majority seem to love the new 
Domino’s, others aren’t as quick to accept the pizza 
from the campus location. 

Alex Carlson, junior business management ma- 
jor said the pizza at Domino’s was greasy.

pizza, a breadstick and a drink for five dollars. The 
new combo is two extra large slices and a soft drink 
for seven bucks. : 

Sbarro manager Sean Nikman scoffed at the men- 
tion of Domino’s and said, “Just as the saying goes, 
often imitated, never duplicated.” 

Business must still be going okay at Sbarro, for now. 

Only time will tell if Sbarro and Domino’s can co- 
exist in such close proximity. For now, it seems like 
students prefer Domino’s as the better option for the 
price and quality. :
